Mr. Rotch has insisted that the 
WPA quota was filled on scheduled 
lime and that 120,000 men had been 
given employment. 

The breakdown, Mr. Callahan 
wrote today, leavestbut two alterna- 
tives, one, "to see if the WPA can 
reorganize this part of the pro- 
gram," and "to take over and com- 
plete sidewalk projects with State 
money." 

Quota Is Filled 

Administrator Rotch, when In- 
formed that Governor Curley had 
declared that the WPA in the State 
"had fallen down— if it still exist- 
ed," said ''not that I know of." We 
have more than filled our quota of 
jobs with available Federal money." 

He iiaiiy declined to enter into 
any controversy and repealed what 
he said two days ago, that sidewalk 
projects in the State program have 
priority when such ERA projects 
now in the process of finishing are 
completed.

On Dec. 12, 1805, its first two pris- 
oners were received behind the now 
dirtied granite walls. Since that day 
it has been the great place of con- 
finement of Massachusetts convicts. 

Campaigns to abandon the antiqua- 
ted buildings have been waged for 
more than half a century. Just once, 
for a few years, were the campaigners 

SUCCC.'M'ui. 

In 1886 the prison, which stands in 
the Charlestown district of Boston, 
was turned into a storehouse and its 
inmates distributed among other state 
Institutions. Overcrowding turned 
the stoiehouse back into a prison 
again within a few years. 

Criminologists and social workers 
have condemned it numberless times 
as unfit, unsafe, impractical and "a 
bastille that belongs only In the mid- 
dle ages." Every Massachusetts state 
commissioner of correction for 15 
years has submitted plans for aban- 
donment. Every governor of Massa- 
chusetts since the World war has 
sought erection of a new institution. 

Between 1903 and 1923, 14 special 
commissioners were appointed to in- 
vestigate the suitability of a new pris- 
on. 

Reccn'ly. a prison colony was erect- 
ed at Norfolk, about 30 miles from

tion at Charlestown. Only trustees 
and good behavior men have been 
sent there. 

A recent proposal by Gov. James M. 
Cnrl^v r.Tllerl for a $2,000,000 program 
for a new "maximum security" insti- 
tution, with facilities for separating 
first offenders and "old timers." It 
will come before the next Legislature 

The record of the prison is filled 
with incidents of riot, bloodshed and 
fire. That it is no worse, state offi- 
cials have said, la due to the high 
calibre of wzrdens and guards in 
chirge. 

The most recent break was on Dec. 
3. It brought death to a civilian truck 
driver and two prisoners and threw 
new impetus into the campaign for a 
new structure. 

At present only two convicts are "at 
large" from Charlestown and unac- 
counted for as the result of success- 
ful breaks.

Tonight Callahan submitted to 
the governor an anlysis of the WPA 
sidewalk situation which declared 
that despite the assurance of WPA i 
officials yi! such projects actually 
were under way, "only two of these 
ar properly organized." 

In one instance he asserted, state 
1 engineers reported that of 50 trucks 
reo.uested on a particular district 
where 19 projects were to be under- 
taken, "only one truck has arrived, 
although some of the projects were 
started the latter part of Novem- 
ber." 

Curley yesterday scored WPA of- 
ficials for lack of cooperation on 
the sidewalk program and termed 
the situation "as about as disorgan- 
ized as possible to find anywhere."

,IS 130 YEARS OLD 



Many Efforts Made to Re- 
place Historic In- 
stitution 

BOSTON, Dec. 12. — (A. P.)— The 
oldest prison structure in America — 
the Massachusetts State prison — is 
130 years old today. 

On Dec. 12, 1805, its first two pris- 
oners were received behind the now 
dirtied granite walls. Since that day 
it has been the great place of con- 
finement of Massachusetts convicts. 
Campaigns to abandon the anti- 
quated buildings have been waged 
for more than half a century. Just 
once, for a few years, were the cam- 
paigners successful. 

In 1886 the prison, which stands in 
the Charleatown district of Boston, 
ivaa turned into a storehouse and its 
inmates distributed among other 
state institutions. Overcrowding 
turned the storehouse back into a 
prison again within a few years. 

Criminologists and social workers 
have condemned it numberless times 
as unlit, unsafe, impractical and "a 
bastille that belongs only in the mid- 
dle ages." Every Massachusetts state 
commissioner of correction for 16 
years has submitted plana for aban- 
donment. Every governor of Massa- 
chusetts since the World war has 
sought erection of a new institution. 
Recently, a prison colony was 
erected at Norfolk, Mass., about 30 
miles from Boston to relieve the 
crowded situation at Charlestons. 
Only trusties and good behavior men 
have been sent there. 

A recent proposal by Gov. James 
M. Curley called for a $2,000^0, pna- 
granTfor a new "maximum security" 
institution, with facilities for separ- 
ating first offenders and "old tim- 
ers." It will come before the next 
Legislature.

Milk— Federal Control 
In N. E. Again Advocated 

That innocent-looking botUe of 
milk that is placed on the consumer's 
doorstep daily is kicking up again. 
Today it had New England concerned 
over how to control the white fluid 
contained therein with due respect 
to the farmer— and the distributor— 
and the consumer. Prices are not all 
they should be to the farmer. The 
distributor complains against taking 
any more out of his profits for the 
farmer. Out-of-New-England-milk it 
beginning to clog local markets. 

"Give the Federal Government 
control of New England milk again," 
said a spokesman for 4000 New Eng- 



land dairymen today at a Boston 
meeting on a proposed new volun- 
tary agreement between farmers and 
distributors. And that may be the 
Ultimate answer to New England's 
problems. Under federal control last 
year, the milk market became the 
most stabilized in its history accord- 
ing to the farmers themselves. There 
are so many diversified interests and 
so little centralized control that the 
situation appears to merit federal 
intervention in some sort of per- 
manent form. 

Judge George Thompson of the 
Bellows Falls. Vt., co-operative 
creameries, told the Boston meeting 
that the chief function for the Fed- 
eral Government in the milk busi- 
ness should be fixing and enforcing 
a price paid to farmers by the dis- 
tributors. He thought such a plan 
would receive the support of 75 per 
cent of all factions— and that is a 
high average for New England. 

Local enforcement agencies would 
then look out for the consumer. 
The dealer would have to look out 
for himself, although in the past he 
has done that very well. 

Sidewalks — Curley 
Challenges Rotch Figures 

The breach between Governor 
Durley and State PWA administrator 
Arthur G. Rotch widened today as 
the Governor challenged figures of 
employment on sidewalk projects, 
and charged that Mr. Rotch had 
failed to keep published promises 
concerning the numbers of men that 
would be employed on such projects. 

In a statement which he said was 
based on information furnished him 
by the Department of Public Works, 
the Governor said that there are 
1621 men working on WPA sidewalk 
projects and that as far back as the 
second week in September the Ad- 
ministrator had promised there 
would be 14,000 so employed. The 
Governor denied that there are now 
92 WPA sidewalk projects under 
way. 

Mr. Rotch was quick to reassert 
his view. Following issuance of the 
Governor's statement, Mr. Rotch 
said his WPA engineers had in- 
formed him that 93 sidewalk projects 
are active. He said he did not have 
figures available for the number of 
men working on these. 

The Governor said that in Sep- 
tember Mr. Rotch had stated that 
S4.500.000 in federal funds would bti 
available to sidewalk projects, but 
that Mr. Rotch's latest estimate was 
$1,300,000. 

Mr. Rotch said that plans still call 
for $4,500,000 for sidewalks, but that 
this amount has to be spent in small 
allotments in order to keep the 
relief work going at steady levels ail 
the time.

Thomas F. Sullivan, Boston ERA 
head, disclosed that federal funds 
had been exhausted here and that 
I he last of Boston's ERA workers, 
totaling 2000 persons, would be dis- 
charged tonight. Simultaneously, 
Arthur G. Rotch, state WPA chief, 
announced that by Monday the en- 
tire 2000 will have been absorbed bv 
the WPA. 

Mayor Mansfield, conferring with 
both Colonel Sullivan and Mr. Rotch. 
asserted that none of ihe relief re- 
cipients would suffer because of the 
transition. 

By experienced observers of the 
relief situation, the change wa 
welcomed, because the ERA fos- 
tered a system of granting direct 
relief while the WPA is designed to 
furnish work relief at wages con- 
siderably above ERA scales.

A year ago the Rev. Alex Berg, 
pastor of the Mission, was going" 
through pigeon holes of a desk. He 
found a bank book. He called at the 
cashier's wicket, discovered the sum 
had swelled. With interest, to $546. 

On the bank account ft was noted 
that Mr. Mortensen had made the 
deposit. He was questioned. 

"Yes. I remember Anderson," he 
replied. "I'll find him." 

The bank, the pastor and those 
who knew of the incident, scoffed 
at the possibility of finding a man 
not heard from in 20 years; but Mr 
Mortensen persisted. He wrote the 
Swedish Vice-consul; he wrote the 
police department in Gothenburg. 
Sweden, believed to have been Mi- 
Anderson's home city. The police 
radiocasted the information, and 
within a month Mr. Mortensen be- 
gan to receive letters from Sweden 
Ireland. Iowa. California. 

A sister in Sweden sent a photo- 
graph which positively identified 
Mr, Anderson. It was then learned 
that the Swedish sailor had gone 
down with all hands on a fishing 
boat just a short time after he left 
his money with Mortensen in Bos- 
ton. 

Mr. Mortensen hired a lawver. had 
himself appointed administrator of 
the estate, and now, after painstak- 
ing, persistent effort, has established 
the heirs.

Curley, in which Cal- 
lahan accuses Rotch of being re- 
sponsible for the complete break- 
down of the WPA sidewalk projects. 
The blast comes immediately after 
Gov. Curl er's pronouncement that 
the ffWfBPw per cent to help pay 
for this program of putting sidewalks 
along state highways has been so 
long delayed that he is going ahead 
and letting the commonwealth as- 
sume the entire cost. The bond issue 
legislation of last August, fostered by 
Curley, provided $4,000,000 for the 
sidewalks, and Curley has already i 
earmarked $3,600,000 of it for a side- 1 
walks program to begin Friday 
morning in all parts of the state ex- 
cept Boston. 

Callahan says in his letter to the 
governor: "Due to deplorable condi- 
tions which my engineering staff re- 
ports as existing on WPA sidewalks 
projects, it has become necessary for 
me to discontinue certain of these 
piojccts ar>rf to inform you that there 
is a complete breakdown of the en- 
tire WPA sidewalk program. This 
is due to lack of trucks, materials, 
men and other factors. This action 
was taken by me only after consid- 
erable study and a series of confer- 
ences with department heads, all of 
whom are unanimous In the belief 
that the situation cannot continue 
upon present lines." 

Callahan then outlines the steps 
leading to the "breakdown," begin- 
ning with the bond issue money made 
available last August, followed on 
September 9 by agreement by WPA 
officials on tentative $4,500,000 WPA 
projects, to do rough grading, drain- 
age, etc., on sidewalk projects. The 
steps that were necessary are re- 
counted, including a WPA announce- 
ment on October 21 of presidential 
approval for sidewalk projects. The 
first project was started November 
12 and on the 27th of that month 
only 137 of the proposed 245 projects' 



had been approved. By December

onivtwo were properly organized to 

WPA funds have been expended to 
date. Callahan says. 

The commissioner says the state- 
ment of the WPA officials that there 
are 92 projects operating means lit- 
tle, as actually there are only 86 
with but two properly organized.

Oldest Penal Institution in U. S.; Several Times Condemned 







MASSACHUSETTS STATE PRISON AT (HARI.rMOWN 



Boston. Dec. 13 yp>— The oldest 
prison structure in America — the 
Massachusetts state prison— is 130 
years old today. 

On Dec. 12, 1805, its first two pris- 
oners were received behind the now 
dirtied granite walls. Since that day 
it has been the great place of confine- 
ment of Massachusetts convicts. 

Campaigns to abandon the anti- 
quated buildings have been waged for 
» 1C r<. than half a century. Just once. 
for a few yeans, were th» campaigners 
successful. 

In 1886 the prison, which stands in 
the Charlestown district of Boston, 
was turned into a storehouse and its 
inmates distributed among other 
state institutions. Overcrowding 
turned the storehouse back into a 
prison again within a few years. 

Criminologists and social workers 
have condemned it numberless times 
as unfit, unsafe, impractical and "a 
bastille that belongs only in the mid- 
dle ages." Every Massachusetts state 
commissioner of correction for 15 
years has submitted plans for aban- 
donment. Every governor of Massa- 
chusetts since che World war has 
sought erectic, of a new institution. 

Between 1903 and 1923, 14 special 
; commissions were appointed to in- 
vestigate the suitability of a new 
' prison. Recently, a prison colony was 
erected at Norfolk. Ma-ss.. about 30 
miles from Boston, to relieve 
The Crowded Situation

/ " Prison 130 Years Old 

Record Filled With Incidents of Riot, Blood- 
shed and Fire — Campaign to Abandon It 
Waged for 50 Years 







BOSTON, Dec. 12 (AP)— The oldest 
prison structure in America — the 
Massachusetts State Prison— is 130 
years old today. 

On Dec. 12, 1805, Its first two pris- 
oners were received behind the now 
dirtied granite walls. Since that day 
it has been the great place of con- 
finement of Massachusetts convicts. 

Campaign! to abandon the anti- 
quated buildings have been waged for 
more than half a century. Just once, 
for a few years, were the campaigners 
successful. 

Once a Storehouse 

In 1886 the prison, which stands in 
tl- Charlestown District of Boston, 
was turned into a storehouse and Its 
inmates distributed among other state 
Institutions. Overcrowding turned the 
storehouse baOk into a prison again 
within a few years. 

Criminologists and social workers 
have condemned it numberless times 
as unlit, unsafe, Impractical and "a 
bastile that belongs only In the mid- 
dle ages." Every Massachusetts state 
commissioner ' of correction for 15 
years has submitted plans for aban- 
donment. Every Governor of Massa- 
chusetts since the World War has 
sought erection of a new institution. 

Between 1908 and 1 923, fourteen 
special commissions were appointed to 
Investigate the suitability of a new 
prison. 

Recently, a prison colony was 
erected at Norfolk, .Mass.. about 30 
miles from Boston, to relieve the 
crowded situation at Charlestown. 
Only trustees and good behavior men 
have been sent there. 

A recent proposal by G ov, .l ames 
M. Curley called for a »2,00(WW"pro- 
g ram for a new "maximum security" 
institution, with facilities for sep- 
arating first offenders and "old 
-'rr.crs." It will come uciuie iiie nexi 
legislature. 

The record of the prison Is tilled 
with Incidents of riot, bloodshed and 
file. That It Is no worse, State offi- 
cials have said, is due to the high 
Odllber of wardens and guards In 

The most recent break was on Dec.

may be called the multiple-job principle. It is 
a habit with him, apparently, to name mem- 
bers of the Legislature to executive posts and 
then permit the favored ones to hold both posts. 
This is in loving accord with the spoilsman's 
slogan: "Public office is a private snap." 

Unfortunately for the material prosperity of 
the gentlemen thus favored, a state law rather 
unfeelingly forbids the payment of two salaries 
out of the state treasury to the same man. j 
That cramping bit of legislation was enacted 
with excellent reason— the well-known tendency 
of the "practical" politicians to go in for multi- 
ple jobs. It is a tendency which, if permitted to 
run its course, would come close to being utter- 
Jy destructive of real democratic government. 
It is the rare man who is so versatile as to be j 
able satisfactorily to administer several public 
offices at one and the same time, so rare indeed 
that our Legislature, when it enacted the two- 
salary ban, took emphatic cognizance of the 

rarity. 

Now, though Governor Curley has laid him- 
self open to effective attack on this score, it is 
an unhappy fact that the Republicans have 
thrown away their moral and logical right to 
nake such an attack. Representative Dean of 
:hilmark is the latest member of the Legisla- | 
ture to appear upon the "honors list" of the 
governor. Mr. Dean has been made conservation j 
commissioner, and his appointment was con- ' 
firmed by the Executive Council a week ago. 
Vainly we have been waiting for some intima- 
tion that Mr. Dean contemplated giving up his 
legislative post. It seems he, too, p.ans vO ^a..e 
his place among the holders of multiple jobs. 
And he is a Republican!— one of those puzzling 
creatures, a Curley Republican, to be sure, but 
nevertheless a Republican.

senatorship. 

In justice to Senator Erickson there is ground 
| for believing him the victim of bad advice rath 
er than a convert to the multiple-job principle 
As he explains it, he has been swayed by two 
I arguments, neither of which deserves weight 
in the circumstances. The first is the fear that, 
\ if a special election should be held, a Democrat 
' might be elected and the scanty Republican ma- 
jority of two in the Senate be wiped out. There 
is not the slightest basis for that apprehension. 
There is as much chance of that senatorial dis- 
trict's going Democratic as there is of Ala- 
bama's going Republican. 

The other argument has to do with the ex- 
pense of a special election. The expense has 
been estimated as around ten thousand dollars. 
There is no denying that these are hard times 
! and that every unnecessary expense should be 
eliminated from public budgets. But when the 
maintenance of sound government is at stake, 
when the preservation of a fundamental prin- 
ciple of democratic government is the issue, ex- 
pense must be held a secondary consideration. 
Ten thousand dollars would be very well spent 
for a special election in that district.

Reelection of President Roose- 
velt by a large majority, which will 
include a heavy Democratic vote 
In Massachusetts, was quietly and 
confidently predicted by Charles 
"West, under-secretary of the In- 
terior and a former member of 
Congress, when he arrived in Wor- 
cester today to debate, at tonight's i 
meeting of the Worcester Econom- 
lo Club, the question, "Centralized ;

Confidence In the reelection of 
the President was based by Mr. ' 
West on his observations of the i 
sentiment of the people of various j 
sections of the country as he has , 
traveled about filling speaking en-j 
gagements. He believes, he said, 
that the people of the nation are 
reaching an ever clearer under- 
standing of the unbalanced con- 
ditions which prevail in industry 
and economics and of the govern- 
ment's efforts to achieve a greater 
balance. 

Partisanship was omitted from 
nis discussion of the conditions 
which, he said, the government Is 
seeking to Improve.

BOSTON, Dec. 12. — Governor 
Curley today renewed his attack 
on WPA Administrator Arthur G. 
Rotch, asserting that Rotch's 
statement that 92 projects are in 
process of completion or have bpen 
started is not substantiated by re- 
ports from the Department of Pub- 
lic Works. 

Slating the Rotch argument that 
(the sidewalk program was being 
carried out ag rapidly as facilities 
were made available was but snail 
comfort to thousands of uncm- 
ploved. the Governor gave out a re- 
port from Josenh A. McCarthy, 
senior civil service engineer in the 
Department of Public Works to 
George H. Delano, acting chief en- 
gineer of the department, 

In general the report was along 
the line nf a statement lswusd last 
night by the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, except that it devoted 
more detail to charging Rotch 
with delay, red tape and failure to 
co-operate with the state under the 
highways bond issue. 

The Governor, charging Federal 
delay, has already earmarked three 
million, six hundred thousand dol- 
lars of the bond issue for sidewalk 
work without Federal aid which 
would otherwise be coming on a 45 
per cent basis. 

After thoroughly indicting the 
WPA for alleged delays in the 
work and wages program, the Mc- 
Carthy report said, "in conferences 
with the WPA District offices we 
tlnd that four million, five hundred 
thousand dollars has never been 
definitely set. up for sidewalk 
projects by Mr. Rotch but that the 
district offices are making project 
appropriations' as they see fit. 
Rotch's main office may approve 
four million, five hundred thousand 
dollars, but this seems to mean ab- 
solutely nothing to his district of- 
fices, and the whole project seems 
to be tied up in an interminable 
amount of red tape. 

"In contrast to the WPA the 
state has four million dollars to 
spend for sidewalk projects and It 
would be possible for us to place at 
least four to five thousand men at 
work within 72 hours whereas the 
WPA has placed sixteen hundred 
men in one month. 

"If the Department of Public 
Works had had supervision of the 
four million, five hundred thousand 
dollars mentioned by Mr. Rotch for 
sidewalks, I could truthfully slate 
that at. least eight or ten thousand 
men could have been at work since 
Oct. 1.

"It is estimated on the basis that 
$1,000,000 in appropriation is the 
equivalent of 60 cents in the current 
year's tax rate that the amount of 
$11,250,000 included in this year's tax 
levy for debt requirements is the 
ecuivalent of $6,75 in this year's tax 
rate. It can be shown definitely that 
of this latter amount $3.25 is directly 
attributable to debt issue during 
Mayor Curley's last term of office. 

"While it is not possible to deter- 
mine accurately the effect on the ■ 
current tax rate of the debt issues of 
his two previous administrations, 
nevertheless it would seem reason- 
able to assume that at least an ad- 
ditional dollar of the current tax rate j 
' is due to the issues of his first two i 
terms. It is readily apparent, there- I 
fore, that approximately 60 percent j 
of the amount included in this year's I 
tax levy fcr debt requirements may j 
be directly charged to the former j 
Mayor. 

"When Mayor Curley entered office 
on Jan 1, 1930, the net debt of the 
city was roughly $102,100,000. At the 
end of his term of four years, Jan 
1, 1934, the net debt had increased 
to approximately $135,800,000. 

"While these figures only reflect a 
net increase of $33,700,000 in the net 
debt of the city, it must not be for- 
gotten that during the four years in 
question over $62,700,000 in debt was 
actually issued. 

"In other words, if during the four 
years sinking funds had not been 
established and debt paid off. the 
debt of the city at the end of 1933 
might have been in excess of $160,- 
' 000,000. 

"Another interesting feature ol 

Mayor Curley's last administration 

was the fact that when he entered 

office in 1930 a cash surplus, roughly, 

of $884,000 was available in the city 

treasury for appropriation purposes. 

When he left office at the close of 

1933, instead of the surplus, there 

was a deficit in ordinary revenue of 

il.3.600,000.

Amplifying a radio speech or, 
social security last night, Gov Cur- 
ley declared that he will recom- 
mend in his annual message to the 
Legislature this year passage of a 
law creating a state fund for work-

all persons engaged in industry 
who are 45 or over. 

This, said the Governor, will 
eliminate any tendency to discrim- 
inate against persons over that age 
because of any difficulty in acquir- 
ing insurance coverage of such em- 
ployes against industrial accidents. 
Passage of such a law would 
mean a revolutionary change in 
i the state's policy involving the in- 
surance business and successful op- 
eration of the act would undoubt- 
edly open the door for other forms 
of state operated insurance, he 
pointed out. 

Insists on New Method 

In discussing industrial insurance of 
persons over 45. Gov Curley insisted 
on the radio that a method should be 
devised to cover them and to make it 
possible for them to secure and hold 
employment despite advancing years 

The time has come, Gov Curley 
said, to eliminate the tendency of in- 
dustry to drive out aging persons in 
favor of younger ones whom they can 
employ on smaller wages, under the 
claim, be it true or false, that they 
can no longer continue to keep their 
older employes on their payrolls be- 
cause the insurance companies writ- 
ing workmen's compensation insur- 
ance refuse to write their policies, 
considering them as poor risks for 
that type of rovprage 

Many methods have been consi- 
dered in trying to meet this situation, 
said the Governor, until at last it ap- 
pears to me that the only way to cope 
with it is to establish a State fund. 
That I shall recommend to the Legis- 
lature in my annual message. 

Thousands Entirely Capable 

There are thousands of persons 
over 45 years of age, Gov Curley 
went on, who are apparently per- 
fectly capable of continuing in em- 
ployment for many years to come 
but who are forced to give up their 
positions. 

The employers naturally take the 
only practical course open to them. 
They discharge the employe rather 
than assume the risks under which 
the compensation law places them 
for employing uninsured persons. 

This adds to the ranks of the un- 
employed, the Governor said, and 
consequently we have many thou- 
sands of persons walking the streets 
today or on welfare rolls who are 



Praises Security Program 

In his radio speech Gov Curley 
warmly praised President Roosevelt's 
social security program and promised 
that he will devote one day each 
week to working on such a program 
for Massachusetts. The machinery 
for an unemployment insurance pro- 
gram is already functioning here, he 
pointed out, and the prospects for 
further social improvements are 
bright, in his opinion. 

Attempts to pass legislation for 
state funds for various types of in- 
surance have been made frequently 
in the past few years. Among these 
were bills for a compulsory auto- 
mobile insurance state fund to write 
all types of workmen's compensation 
coverage. The sentiment of the legis- 
lators was opposed to those proposals.

Curley carries out his an- 
nounced intentloti of putting 2700 
I men to work today on non-WPA jobs 
with bond issue money voted by the 
last Legislature to supplement WPA 
grants, lie will either have to go to 
the incoming Legislature for addi- 
tional funds to complete WPA 
projects or lose part of the $4,000,000 
federal grant for sidewalks, under a 
ruling by Arthur G. Rotch, state 
WPA administrator, last night. 
' Strongly denying he had ever 
threatened to stop the federal side- 
walk program, Rotch said he had 
been willing at all times to proceed as 
originally scheduled on all rural 
highway sidewalk projects which the 
state was ready and willing to com- 
plete. He will not start filling and 
grading on any projects which the 
state will not guarantee to pave and 
finish, he said. 

So far as he is concerned, there 
is no rift with the Governor, he said. 
If (he Governor spends part of his 
WPA sidewalk money for non-WPA 
sidewalks, the WPA will still build 
as many sidewalks as the state saves 
money to finish. 

Meanwhile, William F. Callahan, 
commissioner of public works, yes- 
terdav joined the anti-Rotch move- 
ment" by publishing a letter to the 
Governor in which he said the WPA. 
alone of all the federal agencies, 
was not co-operating with the state.

Curley s charges 
that the state WPA was in a state 
of disorganization, Rotch said: i 
will not become a party to a con- 
troversy Mv only reply to questions 
of that sort is that the Massachusetts 
WPA quota was filled on time and 
has been exceeded, and that 120,000 
men and women are at work." 
"BREAKDOWN" DESCRIBED 
Commissioner Callahan, in his let- 
ter to the Governor, decried "de- 
plorable conditions which my en- 
gineering staff reports as existing 
on WPA sidewalk projects." 

Describing the "complete break- 
down of the entire WPA sidewalk 
program," he said, "The statement 
made by the WPA officials that there 
are 92 projects operating means 
little. "Although there are actually 
only 86 In operation, the truth of 
the matter is that only two of these 
projects are properly organized. The 
expert services of our 700 competent 
engineers were offered th WPA of- 
ficials in organizing th projects and 
the WPA refused this assistance. 

"Our engineers are submitting dis- 
couraging reports about conditions 
on these WPA sidewalk projects. For | 

instance, in one district, where 50 
trucks were requested for 19 projects, 
only one truck has arrived on the 
site of the project, although some 
of the projects were started in the 
latter part of November, We hav 
received rpatd reports from our 
engineers that in some cases where 
the governmnt officials ar able to 
| furnish the men. they are unable to 
' furnish matciials ana trucks. 

STATES ALTERNATES 

"In other cases they have sent 
trucks, but furnished neither ma- 
terials nor men for the work. 

"I wish to make clear that this 
criticism of the sidewalk projects is 
directed only at the WPA. In our 
dealings with various other agencies 
; of the federal government, we have 
'always rceived hearty co-operation 
and the projects have been handled 
with utmost efficiency and dis- 
patch. 

"There are two alternatives open 
to me in this situation, One is to 
continue along and see if the PWA 
can reorganize its part of the pro- 
I'gram. The other is to take over and 
complete the sidewalk projects with 
state money." » 



Rotch, in reply, denied there was a 
shortage of tools, and trucks, but 
admitted there had developed a 
scarcity of crushed stone and ma- 
terials resulting from the require- 
ments of advertising for bids. Con- 
sequently, a meeting of district di- 
rectors and procurement division of- 
ficials will be held today, he said. 

He declared that 93 sidewalk pro- 
jects were actually at work, instead 
of Callahan's stated two. 

He said he would start additional 
projects as rapidly as possible where 
relief labor was made available from 
finished WPA town jobs, but would 
not shut down half-finished jobs in 
order to give precedence to state 
work. 

PAYROLLS DELAYED 
Delays in payrolls in several 
places have been mostly due to fail- 
ure of local officials to send in the 
proper time - sheets for projects 
changed from ERA to WPA hours 
i and wages, Rotch said. In Wey- 
mouth, workers on several projects 
claimed they had not been paid for 
five weeks. 

Commissioner Callahan an- 
nounced yesterday 2700 men would 
be put to work today and Friday on 
sidewalk projects costing $800,000 
throughout the state. 

As a result of his announcement 
that $3,600,000 of the bond issue 
would be spent directly by the com- 
monwealth on work programs with- 
out waiting for federal contributions, 
Gov. Curley's home was stormed yes- 
terday morning by 200 men looking 
, for work. He sent them to his of- 
, fice where Secretary Frank Kane 
gave them a special letter to Wal- 
ter S. Ryan, head of the employ- 
ment office, asking that they put to 
i work at once. In the letter, the Gov- 
ernor ordered that applicants be 
notified no more letters would be 
given out at his office because his 
secretarial staff had more Impor- 
tant duties.

HITS AT CURLEY 



Governor Left City Great- 
est Cash Deficit in its 
History, He Says 

COUNTER ATTACK 
EXPECTED TODAY 



Continuing the offensive against 
Gov. Curley, Mayor Mansfield last 
night "charged the Governor with 
having bequeathed the city the 
greatest cash deficit in its history 
at the end of his last four years as 
mayor of Boston. 

Returning to the attack In the 
face of the Governor's failure to 
reply to his earlier broadside, the 
mayor challenged Mr. Curley. his 
predecessor in office, to disclaim 
chief responsibility for the city's 
present financial condition as re- 
flected in the heavy debt burden. 

The bulk of the debt burden now 
being borne by Boston taxpayers, he 
said, is the direct result of borrow- 
ings maded uring Mr. Curley's three 
terms as mayor. The borrowings of 
the three Curley administrations. 
declared Mansfield, amounted to 
more than $120,000,000. 

PLANS REPLY 
Gov. Curley's promised counter- 
attack in the form of a financial 
analysis of Mansfield's administra- 
tion during the past two years was 
not forthcoming yesterday. The 
Governor said yesterday he had dic- 
tated the statement to oneof his 
secretaries Tuesday night, but that 
illness kept the secretary at home 
yesterday, with the result that his 
shorthand notes were not available 
for transcription. The Governor said 
the statement would not be ready 
I before today at the earliest. 

Mayor Mansfield's new attack was 
in the form of a statement reviewing 
some of the financial aspects of Mr. 
Curley's record as mayor. 

"His Excellency," declared the 
mayor, "said this morning that he 
would present certain statistics to- 
i night to show that I instead of the 
Governor was responsible for Bos- 
ton's present financial condition. I 
am not surprised that he does not 
present those statistics as the sim- 
ple fact is he cannot present them. 

"Any rational being who is fam- 
iliar with the facts will readily admit 
that the present financial condition 
of Boston, rather than being an over- 
night development, is the natural 
result of an accumulation of events 
and happenings in the past. 

"Approximately 14 per cent, of the 
total amount appropriated this year 
by the city for all purposes or ob- 
jects entering into the tax rate was 



caused oy the necessity of providing 
for debt issued in previous years. It 
is interesting to note that during the 
three terms of Gov. Curley as chief 
executive of the city that increasing 
amounts of debt were Issued under 
his direction. The figures are as fol- 
lows ; 

1914-1917 $24,396,650 

1922-1925 $33,227,250 

1930-1933 $62,762,000 

"The amounts Issued during his 
third term of office represent the 
greatest total of debt issued during 
any four-year period in the city, and 
with one' possible exception the 
amounts issued in the other terms 
rank next in amount." 

The mayor declared that approxi- 
mately 60 per cent, of the $6.75 in- 
cluded in this year's $37 tax rate 
for payment of principal and inter- 
est on debt is directly chargeable to 
Mr. Curley's administrations as 
mayor. He continued: 

"When Mayor Curley entered of- 
fice on Jan. i, 1930, the net debt of 
the city was roughly $102,100,000. At 
the end of his four-year term. Jan. 
1, 1934, the net debt had increased 
to approximately $135,800,000. While 
these figures only reflect a net in- 
crease of $33,700,000 in the net debt 
of the city, it must not be forgot- 
ten that during the four years in 
question over $62,700,000 in debt was 
actually issued. In other words, if 
during the four years sinking funds 
had not been established and debt 
paid off. the debt of the city at the 
end of 1933 might have been in ex- 
cess of $160,000,000. 

"Another interesting feature of 
Mayor Curley's last administration 
was the fact that when he entered 
office in 1930 a cash surplus, rough- 
ly, of $884,000 was available in the 
city treasury for appropriation pur- 
poses. When he left office at the 
close of 1933 instead of the surplus 
there was a deficit in ordinary reve- 
nue of $13,600,000. It became neces- 
sary for me as his successor to as- 
sume the greatest cash deficit which 
any mayor in the history of the city 
had left to an lncomjggjaayor/'

rice, and cause democracy to end ir 
monarchy. 

The United States, under its con- 
stitution, enjoyed the happiest lsu 
years of any nation in history, the 
former governor said, and urged 
that such a system be not cast aside 
"without regret, for some new form 
of government which has been dis- 
cussed for loo years and discarded 
with contempt." 

He admonished his hearers to re- 
sist staunchly the encroachments of 
bureaucracy, predicting that the end 
would come in downright dictator- 
ship and the enslavement of the 
American people.

CALLS FOR CARIDEO

rushing with the ball and depended en- 
tirely tkjgOTi place kicking anil forward 
passing. The loudest set of Bronx 
cheers came at the finish after the pay- 
ing customers had called continually, 
"We want Carldeo" — meaning, of 
course, Frank Carldeo, Knute Rockne's 
prize of all time and an All-America 
quarterback, who never did appear 
cither In the game or even on the Notre 
Dame bench.

The Governor announced that he In- 
tended to go ahead on sidewalk con- 
struction, with State funds paying the 
entire coat, although in the beginning 
It was planned that federal funds should 
he used for excavation and base con- 
| slruction, while the State would pay for 
;)ie surfacing and set the curbing?. 
His decision to go ahead with State 
[funds and abandon the idea of getting 
\ federal money within a reasonable time 
was based on his belief that the WPA 
administrator was not speeding up his 
organisation. 

Administrator Rotch last night pointed 
out there are already 110,000 men and 
women at work under the WPA pro- 
gramme. He said also there is no real 
disagreement between Governor Curley 
and himself, but that he has simply ex- 
plained to the Governor that he is un- 
able to start new sidewalk projects with 
federal funds at present. 

Greater Hub Work 

Administrator Rotch also announced 
last night that labor for 1012 men on 
five Greater Boston street projects of 
two to four months' duration will be 
provided, ss 28 advices of allotment for 
work projects were sent from WFA 
headquarters. In the aggregate allot- 
ment of SH0.6K7 was a Boston contribu- 
tion of *81,!«2 to make the total pro- 
posed expenditure of $222,618. 

Several of these projects are for the 
resurfacing, and rendering otherwise 
safe for public use, streets recently 
accepted by the city as public ways. 
The others were for regulation resur- 
facing, grading and repairing. 

For another Boston project, an allot- 
ment of $23,285 was approved by the 
WPA, and this is for the inspection 
and collection of information regarding 
private ways, for which petitions for 
acceptance are pending.

Atty. George Stanley Harvey, 
court-appointed defender of Murton I 
and Irving Millen for the Needham 
bank murders, today handed to Gov. I 
Curley his state fee of $1000 for de- I 
fending the pair, with the request 
that the Governor distribute the. 
money among the victims. 

URGES CHANGE IN LAW 

At the same time Atty. Harvey 
urged a change in the law providing 
for compensation for state-appointed 
attorneys in homicides, saying that 
attorneys appointed to such duty 
should either not be paid at all or 
should receive reasonable compensa- 
tion, to be set by the trial judge and 
two of his associates. 

Gov. Curley was outspoken in 
praise of Atty. Harvey's act. In the 
letter which Atty. Harvey handed 
with the $1000 check to the Governor/) 

the Boston lawyer explained that 
the $1000 represented every penny 
of financial compensation he had 
received from any source. 

Gov. Curley accepted the check 
and said it was a most gracious and 
kindly act on the attorney's part. 
He added that he quite -greed with 
Harvey about setting a proper fee 
for men appointed by the court to 
defend those accused of murder 
GETS SILVER DOLLAR 
Then with a laugh Gov. Curley 
said: 

"You should set something out 
of all (he months of work you put 
into the case. Here." and the Gov- 
ernor took cut a 1985 silver dollar 
which he handed to Harvey, say- 
ing: 

"As Ion? as you keep this you 
will never he broke. In the name 
of the ones to whom this money 
will go I thank you." 

Harvey's fee was S500 for eaeh 
of the two Millens, Irving and 
Morton. The fee is set by. law. 
The letter to Gov. Curley follows: 
"I yesterday received from the 
county treasurer of Norfolk county a 
Check for final payment of state-al- 
lowed counsel fees to myself asstate- 
appointetl counsel for Murton and 
Irving Millen. 

"In view of my decided sympathy 
for the bereaved widows and chil- 
dren of Officers McLeod and Had- 
dock of the Needham police, and 
Sumner the bill-poster of the theatre 
in Lynn and Clarke, the employe of 
the Iver Johnson Company in Fitch- 
burg I have for a long time had in 



mma the distribution oi tms siaie 
allowance of one thousand dollars for 
their use and benefit. 

"This sum of one thousand dollars 
is the only financial compensation 
which I have received from any 
source whatever for the performance 
of my duty as state-appointed coun- 
sel. In view of the fact that myself 
and my associates gave, to this case 
14 or 16 months of our best effort in 
the full performance of our duty in 
defending human lives, I would like 
to have this incident fulfill two pur- 
poses : 

"First— A duty is a duty, and to 
my mind should not be compensated 
as such— hence my desire that the 
money go out of my hands— and I 
can think of no better location for 
it than the widows and children of 
those bereaved. 

"Second— In view of the present 
set-up, where the law provides for 
Mich grossly inadequate compensa- 
tion to lawyers, it is my opinion that 
the awarding of remuneration to 
them should be either completely 
abandoned or a rule should be pro- 
mulgated which would give the pre- 
siding justice, sitting with two of 

his associates, the right to fix the 
compensation for state-appointed 
counsel commensurate with the 
work Involved. 

"Personally, my associates and 
myself were quite willing to perform 
such duty as we owed to the courts 
and the Commonwealth under our 
oaths of office, and that thought 
alone has been ample compensation 
for the tedious hours, both day and 
night, that were put into the Millen 
cases— before the state courts, be- 
fore the United States District 
Court, the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, and the United 
States Supreme Court. But I be- 
lieve that some change should be 
made so that in the future when 
counsel are drafted to defend in 
homicide cases, they might receive 
compensation that would be more 
fitting to the arduous task involved. 

"As Chief Executive of the Com- 
monwealth, I -respectfully request 
you to make distribution of the 
enclosed check for $1000 to the 
families of the four unfortunate 
citizens. If it appears to you that 
the necessities are not equal, then 
knowing your fairness of mind, I 
would ask you to make the distribu- 
tion In such proportions as you 
might deem just, and this of course 
wholly without reference to your 
Couneil. 

"Hoping you will be willing— con- 
sidering your multitude of duties — 
to undertake this, I am

Situation May Force 
| Intervention by 
Roosevelt 

Mayor Mansfield today tele- 
graphed to President Roosevelt in 
behalf of 2000 ERA workers who 
are scheduled to lose their jobs 
tonight, pleading that an extension 
of time be granted until arrange- 
ments can be made to transfer 
them to WPA projects. The mayor 
stresse dthe hardship facing these 
workers, most of them with de- 
pendents, especially at Christmas 
time. 



The dispute between. WPA and 
state authorities, which ultimately 
may seriously affect work relief pro- 
grams in the state, assumed alarm- 
ing proportions today and raised the 
possibility that National Admin- 
istrator Harry I. Hopkins and 
perhaps President Roosevelt will be 
drawn into it. 

ROTCH STANDS FIRM 

State Administrator Arthur G 
Rotch remained firm in his position 
despite the bombardment from Bea- 
con Hill to the effect that the Massa- 
chusetts WPA had "fallen down." 

He stood defiant in the face oi 
charges by William F. Callahaof tha' 
only two of the 93 WPA sidewalk 
projects were properly, organized and 
that others suffered from lack of 
men, materials and trucks. 

Guv. Cuiley in another blast at 
Rotch over the operation of side- 
walk projects, declared that the 
figures of the administrator are not 
borne out by the facts and that 
his statements are of "small comfort 
to the unemployed of the state." 

The Governor's shot was fired by 
a memorandum by a public works 
department engineer which in- 
cluded a statement that he had seen 
"large groups of WPA labor stand- 
ing about on our roadsides abso- 
lutely unable to work because 
trucks or material were not avail- 
able and thus there was no work 

t0 Ro°ch pointed out that Gov. Curley 
could put to work 2700 men on side- 
walk projects now. but with the ad- 
vent of spring he would be forced to 
tu n to he Legislature for additional 
funds. Rotch made it clear that any 
Projects started by the state must be 
completed by the state. 



ANSWERS CURLEY 

When advised that Gov. Curley 
had declared the WPA in the state 
had "fallen down— if it still existed," 
Rotch said today: 

"Not that I know of. We have 
more than filled our quota of jobs 
with available federal money." 

The state administrator flatly de- 
clined to enter into any controversy 
and repeated wha the said two days 
ago, that sidewalk projects in the 
state program have priority when 
such ERA projects now in the 
process of finishing, are completed. 

The break between Rotch and the 
State House definitely became wider 
when Commissioner of Public Works 
Callahan joined the attack on the 
state administrator. 

Callahan declared there had been 
- "complete breakdown of the en- 
tire WPA sidewalk program, "leav- 
ing but two alternatives, one to "see 
if the WPA can reorganize its part 
of the program," and the other to 
take over and complete the sidewalk 
projects with state money. 

Callahan, in a communication to 
the Governor, said that WPA was 
not co-operating with the state; that 
only two of the 93 sidewalk projects 
were properly organized; that less 
than $60,000 in WPA funds had been 
spent to date, and, on Dec. 10, only 
1600 men were working out of a re- 
quested 5000 for the projects in 
operation. 

ANSWERS CALLAHAN 

Referring to Callahan's charge 
that WPA failed to start on 93 side- 
walk projects. Rotch said: 

"True. Because of government 
procedure which is necessary, all 
materials, tools and trucks must be 
advertised, and as a result there is 
some delay. I do not maintain that 
a full complement of men is at work 
on sidewalk projects, but they are 
being placed at work as rapidly as I 
possible. In order to make sure that 
Everything is being done to speed the 
projects, I'm today checking district 
directors." 

"Commissioner Callahan was not 
specific in his charges," Rotch add- 
ed. "He does not state where the 
one truck arrived when 50 were 
needed on 19 projects." 

As to Callahan's charge that al- 
though 50 trucks were required on 19 
projects, only one truck was ob- 
tained, Rotch said: 

"It is possible there has been some 
delay but it is because the trucks are 
not, available in the district, or the 
federal procedure (advertised bids) 
had not been concluded. It is much 
easier"* an individual to hire a 
truck or i materials than the fed- 
eral government, when relief funds 
are being used." 

Rotch said he would conduct a 
thorough investigation of all state 
projects to insure their starting. 

IN ESSEX COUNTY 
The administrator pointed out that I 
many times a project called for 100 
men and 125 men. This was done 
he said, after John Connolly, direc- 
tor of district 1. Essex county, re- 
ceived 16,000 cards which were sent 
out to men and women being used on 
WPA work. Four thousand cards 
were returned, Rotch said, because 
individuals had been able to get 
other work. He agreed it was a fact 
that the condition in Essex county 
might be, due to seasonal employ- 



ment. He said he had not heard from 
other districts. 

Rotch pointed with pride at the 
fact that he had put 120,000 men and 
women to work on WPA projects in 
the state when the government re- 
quirement was but 113,000. "I ex- 
pect to put more to work," he said. 

Administrator Rotch said that hi 
! Boston 81 per cent, of the quota had 
been filled and 21,844 men and 
women were working on WPA pro- 
jects in the city. 

Gov. Curley continued hammer- 
ing at Rotch by making public an 
interoffice communication on the 
sidewalk situation submitted by 
Joseph A. McCarthy, senior civil 
engineer of the state department 
of public works, to George H. 
Delano, acting chief engineer of 
the department, yesterday. 
The memorandum contained a 
general attack on the failure of WPA 
officials to understand the situa- 
tion and co-operate. It stated that 
the public works department had 
been in no way responsible for the 
breakdown of the program. 

CHAOS ALLEGED 

The memorandum said: "We have 
! visited the WPA district offices and 
we have seen their officers display 
considerable ignorance regarding 
bulletins and instructions from the 
headquarters office. 

"In contrast to the optimistic pros- 
pect given to us in September, we 
now have in the second week of 
December, only 1621 men at work on 
WPA projects. There is still a very 
great confusion about the lack of 
I trucks, and only a small amount of 
| material has been made available.

Governor Left City Great- 
estHCash Deficit in Its l 
History, He Says ' 



Continuing the offensive against 
Gov. Curley. Mayor Mansfield last 
night charged the Governor with 
having bequeathed the city the 
greatest cash deficit in its history 
at the end of his last four years as 
mayor of Boston. 

Returning to the attack In the 
face of the Governor's failure to 
reply to his earlier broadside, the 
mayor challenged Mr. Curley, his 
predecessor in office, to disclaim 
chief responsibility for the city's 
present financial condition as re- 
flected in the heavy debt burden. 

The bulk of the debt burden now 
being borne by Boston taxpayers, he 
said, is the direct result of borrow- 
ings made during Mr. Curley's three 
terms as mayor. The borrowings of 
the three Curley administrations, 
I declared Mansfield, amounted to; 
' more than $120,000,000. 

Gov. Curley's promised counter- 
attack in the form of a financial' 
analysis of Mansfield's administra- 
tion during the past two years was 
not forthcoming yesterday. The 
; Governor said yesterday he had dic- 
I tated the statement to one of his 
; secretaries Tuesday night, but that 
| illness kept the secretary at home 
| yesterday, with the result that his 
shorthand notes were not available , 
for transcription. The Governor said 
the statement would not be ready 
before today at the earliest. 

Mayor Mansfield's new attack was 
In the form of a statement reviewing 
some of the financial aspects of Mr. 
r^nrioi-'c r^^ord — s ms v or. ■ 
[" "His excellency," declared the 
mayor, "said this morning that he 
would present certain statistics to- 
night to show that I instead of the 
Governor was responsible for Bos- j 
ton's present financial condition. I J 
am not surprised that he does not > 
present those statistics as the sim- 
ple fact is he cannot present them. 

"Any rational being who is fam- 
iliar with the facts will readily admit 
that the present financial condition 
of Boston, rather than being an over- 
night development, is the natural 
I result of an accumulation of event. 1 , 
and happenings In the past.

, "The amounts issued during his 
third term of office represent the 
greatest total of debt issued during 
any four-year period in the city, and 
I with one possible exception the 
, amounts issued In the other terms 
rank next in emount." 

The mavor declared that approxi- 
! mately 60 per cent, of the $6.75 in- 
i eluded in this year's $37 tax rate 
for payment of principal and inter- 
est on debt is directly chargeable to 
Mr. Curley's administrations as 
mavor. He continued: 

"When Mayor Curley entered of- 
fice on Jan. 1, 1930, the net debt of 
the city was roughly $102,100,000. At 
the end of his four-year term, Jan. 
1, 1934, the net debt had increased 
to approximately $135,800,000. While 
j these figures only reflect a net ln- 
crease of $33,700,000 in the net debt 
I of the city, it must not be forgot- 
! ten that during the four years in 
question over $62,700,000 in debt was 
actually issued. In other words, if 
during the four years sinking funds 
had not been established and debt 
paid off, the debt of the city at the 
end of 1933 might have been in ex- I 
cess of $160,000,000. 

"Another Interesting feature o 
Mavor Curley's last administration j 
^Tas the fact that when he entered 
office in 1930 a cash surplus, rough- 
ly of $884 000 was available in me 
I citv treasury for appropriation BH' 
poses. When he left office at the 
close of 1933 instead of the surplus 
there was a deficit in ordinary reve- 
nue of $13,600,000. It became neces- 
sary for me as his successor to as- 
sume the greatest cash deficit which 
any mayor in the history of the city 
had left, to an incoming mayor."

and embalmers with two inspeuw*. 
for each type of investigation. 

More inspectors, the Governor 
said, were apparenty needed and he 
was considering having the work of 
inspection done by members of the 
profession under investigation rath- 
er than by n/jn -professionals.

Millen Defender Hands 

Sate's $1000 Check to 

Gov. Curley 

| Atty. George Stanley Harvey, 
court-appointed defender of Murton 
and Irving Millen for the Needham 
i bank murders, today handed to Gov. 
Curley his state fee of $1000 for de- 
fending the pair, with the request 
that the Governor distribute the 
money among the victims. 

URGES CHANGE IN LAW 

At the same time Atty. Harvey 
urged a change in the law providing 
for compensation for state-appointed 
attorneys in homicides, saying that 
attorneys appointed to such duty 
should either not be paid at all or 
should receive reasonable compensa- 
tion, to be set by the trial judge and 
two of his associates. 

Gov. Curley was outspoken In 
praise of Atty. Harvey's act. In the 
letter which Atty. Harvey handed 
srith the $1000 check to the Governor, 

the Boston lawyer explained that 
the $1000 represented every penny 
of financial compensation he had 
received from any source. 

The letter to Gov. Curley follows: 

"I yesterday received from the 
county treasurer of Norfolk county a 
check for final payment of state-al- 
lowed counsel fees to myself as state - 
appointed counsel for Murton and 
Irving Millen. 

"In view of my decided sympathy 
for the bereaved widows and chil- 
dren of Officers McLeod and Had- 
dock of the Needham police, and 
Sumner, the bill-poster of the theatre 
in Lynn, and Clarke, the employe of 
the Iver Johnson Company in Fitch- 
burg, I have for a long time had in 
mind the distribution of this state 
allowance of one thousand dullnis for 
their use and benefit. 

"This sum of one thousand dollars 
is the only financial compensation 
which I have received from any 
source whatever for the performance 
of my duty as state-appointed coun- 
sel. In view of the fact that myself 
and my associates gave to this case 
H or 16 months of our best effort in 
the full performance of our duty in 
defending human lives, I would like 
to have this incident fulfill two pur- 

P °"Pirst— A duty is a duty, and to 
my mind should not be compensated 
as such— hence my desire that the 
money go out of my hands— and I 
can think of no better location for 
it than the widows and children of 
those bereaved. 

"Second— In view of the present 
set-up where the law provides for 
'such grossly inadequate compensa- 
tion to lawyers, it is my opinion that 
the awarding of remuneration to 
them should be either completely 



abandoned or a rule should be pro- 
mulgated which would give the pre- 
siding justice, sitting with two of 
his associates, the right to fix the 
compensation for state-appointed 
counsel commensurate with the 
work involved. 

WILLING TO SERVE 

"Personally, my associates and 
myself were quite willing to perform 
such duty as we owed to the courts 
and the Commonwealth under our 
oaths of office, and that thought 
alone has been ample compensation 
for the tedious hours, both day and 
night, that were put into the Millen 
cases— before the state courts, be- 
fore the United States District 
Court, the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, and the United 
States Supreme Court. But I be- 
lieve that some change should be 
made so that in the future when 
counsel are drafted to defend in 
homicide cases, they might receive 
compensation that would be more 
fitting to the arduous task involved. 

"As Chief Executive of the Com- 
monwealth, I respectfully request 
you to make distribution of the 
enclosed check for $1000 to the | 
families of the four unfortunate 
citlaens. If it appears to you that 
the necessities are not equal, then 
knowing your fairness of mind, I 
would ask you to make the distribu- 
tion in such proportions as you 
might deem just, and this of course 
wholly without reference to your 
Council.

It has been a practice for these 
cards to be given to persons seek- 
ing jobs or other favors, and it was 
reported to the Governor that on at 
least one recent occasion a laborer, 
intoxicated, used one of the cards 
to represent himself as an assistant 
secretary to the Governor.
